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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 6, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Adams #5601607. 

3. Adams discloses an implantable cardioverter/defibrillator. The device includes an 
implantable pulse generator (32) and a subcutaneous electrode array consisting of a 
patch electrode (34), RVA electrode and SVC electrode. The reference fails to explicitly 
disclose the sensing circuit. However, it is considered obvious that the device includes 
this feature since it is designed to deliver a defibrillating pulse to the patient. 

4. Claim 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Adams #5601607 in view of Bennett et al #5331966 and Dahl et al #5360442. 

5. Adams discloses an implantable cardioverter/defibrillator. The device includes a 
can electrode (32), subcutaneous patch electrode (34), RVA electrode and SVC 
electrode. This array provides various pattern options. The reference fails to explicitly 
disclose the sensing circuit and specific electrode array. 
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6. Bennett et al disclose an implantable cardioverter/defibrillator for treating both 
bradyarrhythmia and tachyarrythmia events. The device includes an electrode sensing 
array (A, B, C) coupled to the pulse generator. The device also uses the defibrillating 
electrodes in the sensing circuit (column 15, lines 56+) and (column 21, lines 26+.) 
Finally the device includes a first electrode set (A-B) and a second electrode set (C-B) 
as defined in claim 13. 

7. Dahl et al discloses an electrode array for a defibrillator. The noted advantages 
of this design (column 2, lines 13-30) include a larger effective area and conformable 
structure. 

8. Given these teachings it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to add an electrode sensing array as taught by Bennett et al to record the ECG data 
in Adam's device and use an electrode array in place of patch (34) in Adam's to create 
a larger effective area and provide a conformable structure as taught by Dahl et al. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
